No. 3/4/94-Public.—The President has learnt with the deep¬ 
est regret of the death on July 9, 1994, at about 9.30 ATM. 
of Shri Surendra Nath, Governor of Punjab and Himachal 
Pradesh, and the Administrator of the Union Territory of 
Chandigarh, in a tragic pkne crash, in which is wife, a son 
and a daughter, son-in-law and daughter-in-law, and four 
grandchildren also died. In the death of Shri Surendra Nath, 
India has lost an able and trusted public servant and a 
distinguished administrator who had served his country in 
various positions with dedication, devotion and distinction. 

2. Born on 2nd September, 1926, in Lahore, Shri Surendra 
Nath joined the Indian Police Service in 1950, He was rated 
as (he best all-round officer of his batch and was awarded 
the Sword of Honour. During the initial years of his service, 
he served mainly in Punjab, and for a short while in Delhi. 
In 1964, he was posted to the State of Jammu & Kashmir, 
where he remained for (he next 10 years. He handled 
skillfully some of the complex problems of that State especially 
during the two Indo-Pak Wars of 1965 and 1971. After his 
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service in the State of Jammu & Kashmir, he was appointed 
us Chief Secretary to the Government of Mizoram at a 
time when insurgency in that State had reached a peak point. 
During his 4 years as Chief Secretary, he was able to success¬ 
fully curb insurgency. He was instrumental in the signing 
of an Accord with the Mizo National Front which put an 
end to insurgency. 

3. Late Shri Surendra Nath also served in the Central 
Industrial Security Force for more than 5 yearn, first as 
Inspector-General, and then as Director-General. He was 
the first Director-General of the Central Industrial Security 
Force. He served as Adviser to the Governor of Punjab 
dining 1984-85. It was during this period that the Rajiv- 
Longowa! Accord was signed. From December 1985 to 
August 1991 he was a Member of the Union Public Service 
Commission. 

4. Shri Surendra Nath was appointed Governor of Punjab 
and the Administrator of the Union Territory of Chandigarh 
with effect from August 7, 1991. He joined at a time when 
the strife-torn State was under President’s rule. Gradually 
and steadily he helped restore normally in Punjab. It was 
largely due to his efforts that it became possible to have a 
democratically elected Government in Punjab in 1992. In 
November 1993, he was given the additional charge of 
Governor of Himachal Pradesh. This was the second time 
in 1993 that he was given this additional charge; the fitst 
time was in January-February 1993, following the resignation 
of the then Governor of Himachal Pradesh. 

5. Shri Surendra Nath was the recipient of Police Medal 
for meritorious service, and President’s Police Medal for 
distinguished service. His interests were varied and embraced 
music and comparative religion. He had deeply imbibed 
our ancient scriplures. especially the works of the Sikh Gurus. 
He rendered into English Guru Gobind Singh’s ‘Jaap Saheb’. 

6. In the tragic death of Shri Surendra Nath, the country 
has suffered an irreparable loss. Tie will long be remembered 
for his devoted and selfless public service, especially in the 
State of Punjab.
